Once again, the results of the election for the 
UNO Student Government president/regent 
are in dispute after an announcement was made

Wednesday evening that grievances were filed 
against Student President/Regent candidate 
Vince Drieling and his running mate Jessica 
Vinak. UNO Student Govemment Election 
Commissioner Josh Wiechman announced the 
results in front of the Student Organizations 
and Leadership Programs office 
after he called the candidates into 
the office to give them the news 
that grievances were filed. As of 
Wednesday evening, the nature of 
the grievances and who filed them 
was not released. 

Drieling and Vincik received 
661 or 53.01 percent of the votes. 
Kraemer and Womblé received 578 
or 46.35 percent of the votes. Eight 
or .64 percent of students didn’t 
offer a vote. The total amount of 
students who voted in this election 
was 1,247 students, an 8.24 percent 
increase from the 1,152 students 
who voted in the first election, held 
Oct. 12 and 13. 

The Election commission was 
scheduled to meet Thursday to

“Four more years, four more years,” 
the crowd chanted in anticipation of 
President George W. Bush's arrival 
Monday at the Mid-America Center, in 
Council Bluffs, lowa. 

In the past few weeks, presidential 
campaigns have been hitting the 
battleground states hard to gain 
support for their candidates as the 2004 
presidential race tightens, Shortly after 
the Democratic Vice President candidate, 
Sen. John Edwards, visited Council Bluffs 
in support of Sen. John Kerry, the Bush- 
Cheney Campaign surprised the metro 
with a visit from President Bush. 

Tickets for the event were in high 
demand and disappeared within 
days. Many people, in spite of blustery 
conditions, waited for hours in rainy 
weather. Like many, Laura Michels spent 
at least four hours in line to obtain her 
tickets. 

“I was so excited I woke up at 6 a.m. 


(on Monday) because [ couldn't sleep,” said 
Michels. 

With thousands of people expected 
to fill the Mid-America Center, volunteers 
were in high demand. Quite a few UNO 
students were responsible for making the 
rally a successful event. 

Joanna Lightfoot, a UNO political 
science major, decided to volunteer for 
the Pottawattamie County Republican 
headquarters despite being a Nebraska 
resident. 

“Towa needs more help than Nebraska 
because it’s a closely contested state,” said 
Lightfoot. “It’s an awesome experience, | 
don’t know if I'll ever have the same chance 
again.” 

Lightfoot volunteered at the event 
to support President Bush and figured it 
would be a guaranteed chance to hear him 
speak. 
Some students donated their time 
to fulfill a requirement for class. Peter 
Blackburn’s Intro to American Government 
class at UNO required students to volunteer 
for a public event. Even though Blackburn 


would have attended the event on his own, 
he decided to volunteer his time. “It’s not 
every day you have a national figure come 
to town,” said Blackburn. “It’s an honor 
to be in the presence of someone ina high 
position.” 

Most of the volunteers arrived at the 
arena three hours early to ensure a smooth 
start. 

“| have a greater appreciation for 
people who have to organize things,” said 
Blackburn, 

Each volunteer had a specific duty to 
perform. Some worked the corridors. to 
direct attendees to their proper viewing 
areas according to their ticket color and 
others manned the individual sections to 
help everyone find a seat. The volunteers 
also handed out signs, flags, noisemakers 
and red-white-and-blue pompons to 
supporters.

Dr. Gouveia said that 
according to US. Department 
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of Defense statistics, as of Aug, 28, more than 13 
percent of those killed in the war in Iraq have 
been Hispanics. 

Because of those statistics, OLLAS is 
dedicating its Day of the Dead altar to the young 
men and women who have lost their lives. 

The Nov. 2 celebration will feature Day of 
the Dead bread from South Omaha and hot 
chocolate prepared with Mexican ingredients. 

OLLAS faculty will provide a_ brief 
presentation on the history of this pre-colonial 
tradition.

Flu prevention kits being made 
available to UNO students and faculty

Each year, 36,000 Americans die from flu- 
' related complications and another 114,000 are 
, hospitalized because of the virus, according, to 
"statistics from the Centers for Disease Control. 
In previous years, there has been such a surplus 
of vaccinations that millions went unused and 


' were destroyed at the end of the season, but this 


year’s vaecine shortage has raised major health 
concems across the country. 
In response to the shortage, the government 


only those who meet certain criteria to receive 
a vaccination. The requirements to receive a flu 
shot were designed to give the vaccination to 
groups of high-risk individuals and those witha 
compromised immune system. 

As millions of people are being forced to go 
withoutthe flu vaccination thisyear healthofficials 
are teaming up together in an effort to educate 
the public on flu prevention and _altemative 
treatments. Christine Dortch, a registered nurse 
at the University of Nebraska Medical Center, 
has partnered up with UNO’s Student Health 
Services to produce a flu prevention kit 

“Tam currently working on attaining my 
Bachelors in Nursing at UNMC,” says Dortch, 
“And (1) began this project as an assignment 
for a community health dass I am taking this 
semester. I got together with Marcia Adler [of 


UNO Student Health Services] and several 
corporations to produce the kits and make them 
available to students and faculty.” 

The flu prevention kits include Purell Hand 
Sanitizer, Aleve, a tea bag, a packet of chicken 
broth, Kleenex, disposable strip thermometers

and cough drops. GO JO Industries donated 
the hand sanitizer and the 3M corporation was 
responsible for donating, the thermometers. The 
kits also include information about flu treatment 
and prevention. 

With the shortage in vaccinations this year 
it is inevitable that there will be an increase in 
the number of people who contract the flu virus, 
and although flu prevention kits arv being made 
available, there ar other steps that can be taken 
to ward off the illness. 

Marcia Adler, coordinator of Student Health 
Services, and Dortch agree that hand washing, 
is the single most important way to prevent the 
spreading of the flu virus. 

“The flu bug is the leading virus that we 
have a vaccine for, but is responsible for the 
highest number of deaths in our country,” says 
Dortch. “If you do catch the flu, staying hydrated 
and resting are the two most important ways 
to recover and prevent prolonging the illness. 
Treating symptoms with medications such as 
Aleve is also important along with monitoring 
your temperature. Do not take aspirin while 
you have the flu because there is a risk of Reye's 
Syndrome associated with aspirin and flu 
symptoms.” 

Reye's Syndrome is a rare but very lethal 
disease and switching over to aspirin alternatives 
to treat flu symptoms is the only way of 
preventing the illness. 

Health officials across the country like Adler 
and Dortch all emphasize the importance of 
staying at home if you feel ill. Going out in public 
with the flu is how the virus is spread, and with 
a vaccine shortage this year it is important that 
we all do our part in preventing the virus from 
spreading.

Hockey hits the road for weekend competition :

The UNO hockey team (4-0-0, 
2-0-0 CCHA) will hit the road for 
the first time this season to take on 
Michigan State in East Lansing on 
Friday and Saturday. 

The Mavs are fresh off a two- 
game sweep of Western Michigan, 
their first sweep since the 2002- 
2003-hockey season. MSU brings 
a 1-3-0 overall, 0-2-0 Central 
Collegiate Hockey Association 
slate into this weekend’s set with 
UNO. 

UNO is tied for second in the 
CCHA, averaging 4.8 goals per 
game. Defensively, the Mavericks 
are allowing just 2.5 goals per game. 
UNO's power play is connecting 
at 20.6 percent (7-of-34) while its 
penalty kill has stopped 20-of-27 
attempts (.741). In net, Chris Holt 
is 4-0 with a 2.48 GAA and a 895 saves 
percentage. Forward Scott Parse leads UNO 
and is tied for third in the CCHA in scoring 
with nine points (two goals, seven assists). 

Michigan State holds an 11-4 edge in the 
all-time series with UNO, which began with 
a 2-0 Spartan victory on Dec. 4, 1998. The 
Spartans have won four straight meetings 
vs. UNO, including three straight shutouts.
